STATE CONVENTION. 


The Republican State 
was held in Tremont 
Friday, Oct. 6, 1905. From 104 
M.to6 Pp. M. it was the liveliest spot 
in Boston. A list of the candidates 
nominated is printed at the head of 
this column. 

Not counting the Reciprocity faction, 
asmall and unimportant aggregation 
of kickers, it was an eminently 
friendly and harmonious gathering of 
solid men, the same being demonstrated 
by the dispatch with which business 
was transacted, and the satisfaction it 
gave to delegates from all quarters of 
the State. 

Saving the mild opposition of General 
Draper and Mr. Whitman to the adop- 
tion of a meaningless rider to the tariff 
plavk in the platform, which, at most, 
it ia probable, was only intended asa 
bit of taffy to the Massachusetts Mem- 
bers of Congress, who, to please the 
W hitney-Foss crowd, not fully realiz- 
ing the effect of it, strayed outside the 
fold last year and pressed for an im- 
mediate revision of the tariff, or, more 
properly speaking, perbups, to show 
that the Party laid up no bard feelings 
against them for their slight depar- 
ture from the true faith as laid down io 
the National platform, never before 
was a politica! convention dominated 
by such a flow of fraternal feeling, and 
agreeableness of members towards each 
other, and all of them towards the 
candidates, as that of lust Friday in 
Tremont Temple, 

Guild was nominated without oppo 
sition; Draper, on the first ballot; 
Malone, on the third; and the balance 
of the ticket with not a dissenting 
voice. This means a ‘pull altogether,” 
and victory at the polls in November 

The tariff plank was the only one of 
any particular consequence in the plat- 
form. It reads as follows: 

‘*We believe that the policy of pro- 
tection to American labor and Ameri- 
can industry should be maintained. 
**The Republican Party of Massachu- 
setts reaffirms ite devotion to the prin- 
ciple of protection, and is opposed to 
tariff changes tending to depress or 
destroy any of our industries, or to 
lower the wages of American labor. 
But we recognize the tact as declared 
by the National Republican convention 
at Chicago that rates should be changed 
when conditions have so changed that 
the public interest demands the alter- 
ation of schedules. ‘The time at which 
revision of the tariff should be under- 
taken must be determined by the Repre 
sentatives of the party from all parts of 
our common country.” 

That is good Republicanism: The 
resolution was followed by the rider 
above alluded to, and called for *‘present 
action” by Congress on revision of 
the tariff which phrase means about as 
much as ‘bye and bye,” and was 
undeserving the talk that Gen. Draper 
and Mr. Whitman made over it. 
Everybody believes that, some time or 
other, changes in the present tariff will 
become necessary; but Congress will 
determine when they are to be made, 
acd a resolution by a Massachusetts 
Republican State convention will have 
but little weight in fixing the date for 
the work to begin. 

Very properly, the Reciprocity 
people, or Assistant Democrats, were 
given the cold shoulder, or ‘leave to 
withdraw.” Like a few peas io a hot 
skillet they made a tremendous rattling 
in the where they had 
flags, banners, streamers, and abounded 
in oratory; and all they got to show 
for it was a beggarly 300 ballots for 
their candidate Hall, and a clean shut- 
out for their pet scheme from the plat- 
form.

The Earllest Surnames, 

The earliest surnames were probably 
those bestowed by the Romans and 
Greeks, though it may be said that the 
Jews of a still earlier date had sur 
numes to some extent. In most cases, 
however, the surnames of the Hebrews 
were tribal and not permanent, as are 
those of today. The very earliest sur 
names in the modern of that 
term date from the middle ages, when 
nobles were known by the name of 
thelr domains and common people by 
the name of their dwelling places. A 
great many surnames were bestowed 
on account of personal peculiarities, 
such as Long, Short, Stout, Stoop, 
Small, ete., others on account of trade, 
such as Saddler, Smith, Baker, Weaver, 
Fowler, Gardner, ete. A third class 
took names from the places where they 
resided. Examples in this class are 
John Hill and John Underhill, the first 
John living on the hill and the second 
in the little valley under the bluff. 
There were few, if any, surnames in 
England prior to the time of the Nor- 
man conquest, and in Ireland they did 
not common until 1465. The

Let's see what a broker is exactly 
He's the man whose services you must 
seek If you wish to buy or sell stocks. 
You can't do a thing In Wall street 
without that broker. You can't fill 
your own orders in Wall street any 
more than you can fill your own teeth. 
The broker is to you as a speculator 
what a dentist is to you as 4 man with 
a toothache 

Now, operations on the floor of the 
Stock Exchange are conducted by four 
groups—first, by individual speculators 
who trade on their own account, and 
these of course are members of the ex 
change; second, by brokers who lend 
money for banks; third, by commission 
houses which buy and sell bonds and 
stocks for persons not members of the 
exchange, and, fourth, by specialists 
who are also called floor brokers, and 
oftentimes “dollar brokers” or “two 
dollar brokers,” and who execute or 
ders for commission houses. In turn, 
commission houses are of two kinds 
those that conduct one home office and 
many connected by pri 
vate wire, and those that conduct a 
local and mail business

your order is given. In executing your 
orders and those of others the broker's 
earnings may be any sum from $10 
more usually $100—to thousands a day

Mr. Whitney says that for 15 years he

If Mr. Whitney admitted 
his error and regretted it I should be the 
first to commend him, but it is commonly

My expogure of legislative corruption 
is the proudest effort of my public life, 
and I am glad to have reviewed it here, 
even though I know Mr. Whitney's pur- 
ose to be to escape eeiprava ney at the 
var of public opinion, by diverting atten- 
tion from himself to the false charges 
which he desperately scatters through 
lis letter.

| Library reading is brought to the door 
of every household and to every solitary 
creature that wants to read.” This is a 
new privilege for the mass of mankind, 
and it is an inexhaustible source of 
hintellectual and spiritual nutriment. It 
seems as if this privilege alone must 
alter the whole aspect of society in a 
few generations, He also says, “len 
minutes a day devoted affectionately to 
lwood booka will, in thirty years, make 
all the difference between a euitivated 
and an uneultivated man.’’ 

But there are books thas are not con 
venient to be taken from the library 
and can only be consulted there. Such 
books have been placed within easy 
access and every facility is afforded to 
help the student in bis work. Eneycto 
predias of various kinds, — perfectly 
adapted to use, 80 accurate and seholarty 
as to meet the demands of the experts, 
and yet clear and simple in their lan 
guage as to be understood by the ehitd, 
oftentimes profusely ilfustrated and 
edited by men closely identified with 
educational matters. Along with the 
eneyclopaedias are many dictionaries, 
among which is “Murray's New English 
Dietionary,”” which gives for each word 
ita history for the last seven hundred 
years, with questions illustrating the 
changes in its use, (not yet completed); 
“March's Thesauras Dictionary’; this 
groups together words of allied mean 
ings, and is a great help to workers in 
literature. This is worthy of attention, 
for it is a work produced by the moat 
famous and learned lexicographer not 
only in America but of the world; 
“Allibane’s Dictionary of Authors,” 
“Lamb's Biographical Dictionary,” one 
of the finest works of the kind ever 
compiled; “Smith's Classical Dictionary,” 
dealing with all matters connected with 
Greek and Latin literature, and many 
others. 

Added to this alcove is the History of 
all nations in 23 volumes, edited by 
Prof. Wright of Harvard and is the 
collaboration of scholars, each of whom 
has made a particular era the subject of 
his life-work, and the progress of human 
civilization is treated period by period 
The Editor says, of illustrative materia! 
especial care has been exercised to give 
that which is authentic, whether in the 
representation of person and places, of 
monuments and works of art, of docu 
ments and events, of coins and inserip 
tions.” Of this valuable work five 
volumes are an Antiquity, five on the 
Middle Ages, ten on the Modern History 
of the Old World, and three on the two 
Americas; “Library of Literary Criticism 
of English and American Authors,” in 
eight volumes. The scope and useful 
ness of this work will be apparent to all 
who consult its pages. Each author is 
treated chronologically from 680 to 1904

THE CITY ELECTION. 


The campaign for the city election 
was safely luunched immediately after 
the State contest, and is now doing 
business. True, no nominations have 
yet beeh made, but the ground is being 
thoroughly cultivated for the December 
harvest, and available candidates for 
the offices are sought. The Demo 
erate are to hold caucuses on Thursday 
evening next, Nov. 23, directly after 
which the opposition will probably form 
in line and go to work. 

Whether, or wot, the taxpayers of 
this city, and thé people who profess u 
desire to see a better and more busi 
neselike administration at City Hall 
than now exista there, will be able to 
carry out their wishes at the polls, will 
depend solely on themselves, for the 
voting element in this eommunity who 
favor good municipal government are 
in the majority and only need to exer 
cise their strength to give the city an 
honest, able and economical adminis 
tration. Will they unite and work and 
vote for such a greatly needed reform? 

Thinkiog men who have property 
and other interests at stake, carefully 
studying the record made by the present 
government; realizing that the money 
they have paid into the treasury hus 
been worse than squandered this year; 
that it bas yielded no valuable returns 
in public improvements, or is likely to 
so long as the present, or similar, 
rulers are in power, would do well to 
earnestly consider the wretched con- 
dition of our affuirs, and adopt means 
to effect a radical overturn at the next 
city election. It is surprising that good 
citizens, men of character and worth, 
men who profess « desire for official 
ability and cleanliness and strongly 
advocate them, should prove so careless 
and indifferent to the subject as to fail 
to embrace the opportunity which the 


ballotboxes furnish to make even a 
decent effort to remedy the evil, and 
suffer the election to go by default 


But so it has been in years past, aud 
so it will continue to be until the decent 
voters arouse more fully to a sense of 
their duty and work together tor better 
things in our public business. 

No plans, that we have heard of, 
have been formulated for the defeat of 
the present municipal rule, and the 
election of good men to fill their places, 
but it is to be hoped that an organiza 
tion will soon be formed by the opposi- 
tion, and practical work for reform 
inaugurated. 


WHICH WILL WINN? 


Oo Thursday evening, Nov. 23, the 
Democratic party of this city are to 
hold caucuses for the nomination ol 
candidates for Mayor, Aldermen, 
School Board, Board of Public Works, 
etc. ‘The gatherings promise to be of 
the liveliest character, and nobody out- 
side of the inner circle can predict with 
the slightest degree of certainty what 
the result will be. 

For Mayor there are two aspirants 
for the nomination, namely, Mayor 
Reade, and President Aylward of the 
City Council. Both sre doing big 
work to carry the caucuses, and tbe 
cace will be close. Aylward claims the 
ananimous backing of the Aldermen, 
the Democratic machine, and the **Big 
4”; while Reade relies on his this 
year’s record, his uovarying and uo 
yielding opposition to the Council, and 
the loyality of friends, to carry him 
safely through the trying ordeal. 

Bitter bostility has characterized the 
intercourse between the Mayor and 
Council all through the year, and 
whatever the outcome of the caucuses 
may be, it is not at all likely that the 
feud will end there—the defeated candi- 
date, whether Reade or Aylward, will, 
it is said, run on nomination papers. 

It is believed that the quarrel between 
the Mayor and Council has been of so 
long standing, and so acrimonious, that 
it will be impossible for the two fac 
tions to unite in support of either of 
the candidates at the polls, while a 
compromise is utterly out of the ques- 
tion.

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MAN EATERS IN INDIA. 


The Sort of Tiacrs That Hant For 
Haman Game 

The “man eater” is the jungle night 
mare of India, and numerous are the 
theories to account for its abnormal 
appetite. Commonly it is said to be an 
old tiger which has found game too 
difficult to bring down, or a sickly 
tiger which has resorted to man kill 
ing In ite weakness as the easier meth 
od. The consensus of opinion among 
experienced hunters and observers is, 
however, that a man eater is an ex- 
eattle killer which in conflict with 
herders, who are often quite brave in 
defense of their cattle, has discovered 
how much less work it is to kill a man 
than cattle, for the cattle killer is 
usually fat and lazy. Nothing has 
been found, so far as I have discover- 
ed, to suggest appetite for human 
flesh as the impelling motive, or that 
man eaters reject all flesh not human, 
or that the cubs of a man killing ti 
gress inherit the man killing propen 
sity. Rather is it a case of contempt 
for man bred of familiarity, and more 
often the lust lays hold of the tigress, 
very likely because in foraging for her 
cubs (as she does until they begin to 
hunt for themselves at seven months) 
and in their defenee she has come 
more frequently in contact with man, 
or it may be because the female is 
more numerous than the male or be 
cause by nature the slyer and more 
vicious.Exchange. 


WILD DOGS OF ASIA. 


Fierce Animals That Pursue and 
Kill Bears and Tigers. 

The quality of courage possessed by 
hunting degs of Asia appears in a 
marked! difference of habit from that 
noticeable in all other carnivorous 
beasts. As a rule, each ferocious ant- 
mal has its natural and favorite prey, 
which may vary in different localities, 
but is in each case the easiest and most 
profitable victim. Tigers, for instance, 
are cattle slayers or deer killers, just 
as cattle or deer happen to be most 
abundant in their district. 

Leopards prey on goats, sheep and, 
when they can get them, on tame dogs; 
wolves on sheep and cattle, stoats or 
rabbits and hares, and weasels on rats 
and mice. But, though the jungles 
which they visit abound in defenseless 
animals, the wild dog does not limit 
his attacks to these. The packs de- 
liberately pursue and destroy the black 
and Himalayan bears and the tigers, 
affording perhaps the only instance in 
which one carnivorous species deliber- 
ately sets itself to hunt down and de 
stroy another. From their rarity, the 
uninhabited nature of the jungles 
which they haunt and their habit of 
hunting at night which a probable 
suggestion makes the basis of the ear 
ly legends of the demon hunter and 
“hellequin” at a time when the “red 
dogs” still remained in Europe—obser- 
vations of their habits are rare.—Lon- 
don Spectator. 


GETTING OUT OF BED. 


Take Your Time About It and Don't 
Shock Your System. 

Don't jump up the first thing your 
eyes are open, Remember that while 
you sleep the vital organs are at rest 
The vitality Is lowered and the circula- 
tion not so strong. A sudden spring 
out of bed is a shock to these organs, 
especially to the heart, as it starts to 
pumping blood suddenly. 

Take your time in getting up. Yawn 
and stretch; wake up slowly; give the

THE CLAM’S NECK. 


Paorporse and Characterisation of Thin 
Organ of the Bivalve. 

Persons who have seen soft shell! 
clams as they lay in a pan in the kitch 
en preparatory to being cooked scarce 
ly recognize them tn their natural state 
Many of us who have seen clams know 
iMit they bave “necks,” but are ig 
norant of the purpose and character 
istics of this attachment As they lie} 
on the ground they are far from being 
close mouthed. In fact, they are sel 
dom to be seen with the shell closed. 
From one end projects the “neck,” 
which may be three times as long as | 
the shell when fully extended. This 
fact, in the “neck” is stretched 
out, makes one wonder how such a} 
lengih can be contracted into such a 
smal’ space and how much remains in 
the shell after the “neck” has been 
elongated, This is the astonishing char- 
acteristic of the soft shelled clam and 
the one that makes him unrecognizable 
to so many people. One of the clams, 
for instance, is three inches long. His 
“neck” when extended Is possibly eight 
or nine inches long and as large around 
as a man’s middle finger. 

As every one knows, the clam whien | 
in {ts native haunts is to be found sey 
eral inches below the surface of the | 
sand, He has to be dug up when dis 
covered by the little spurts of water 
which the beneath throws up 
when disturbed 

This “neck connects the clam 
his food supply in the water above 
In the “neck” are parallel tube 
Theough one tube the clam sucks in a 
quantity of water. Irom the water he 
absorbs whatever nourishment it may | 
contain and then expels the water | 
through the other tube. 

One may wonder how the clam gets | 
into the sand or mud. At the end op- | 
posite the “neck” may be seen an ap- 
pendage resembling a turtle’s tail In 
shape and called a foot, It is with this |

The Rush of the Pintaltl. 

The species of wild ducks known as 
pintails have a peculiar habit during 
the mating season of descending from 
a great altitude at an angle of about 
15 degrees with the wings stiffly out 
spread and slightly curved downward. 
The bird is frequently so high that the 
noise produced by its passage through 
the air is heard for several seconds be 
fore the bird comes into sight, It de 
scends like a meteor till within a few 
feet of the ground, when a slight 
change in the position of the wings 
sends the bird gliding away close to 
the ground several hundred yards with 
out a stroke of the wings. The sound 
produced by this swift passage through 
the alr can only be compared to the 
rushing of the wind through tree tops. 
At first it is like a murmur; then It 
rises to a hiss, and as the bird sweeps 
by it is almost a roar. 


Bright Stuacents.

The epistles generally be 
gin and end with “The grace of our 
Lord Jesus Christ,” a definition of 
which ts found in If Cor. vill, 9, but 
it brings before us the beginning, con- 
tinuance and consummation of our sal- 
vation (Rom, ili, 24; v, 2; I Pet. i, 13). 
The return of Christ to complete our 
personal salvation, the redemption of 
the body, and to bring salvation to all 
Israel and all nations is seen in chap- 
ters |, 7, 8; xvi, 22, and all through 
the epistie, and nothing will deliver 
from the drunken or any other form of 
the self life like this blessed purifying 
hope. 

A book or epistle is often divided into 
sections, and the divisions of this 
epistle are easily recognized by the 
words “Now concerning’ or “Now as 
touching” (vil, 1; vill, 1; xii, 1; xvi, 1).

Comparative Strength of Materials. 
Cast iron weighs 444 pounds to the 
eubie foot and an inch square bar will 
sustain a weight of 16,500 pounds; 
bronze, weight 525 pounds, tenacity 
3,600; wrought iron, weight 480, tenacity 
50,000; hard “struck” steel, weight 490, 
tenacity 78,000; aluminium, weight 168, 
tenacity 26,000, We are accustomed to 
think of metals as being stronger than 
wood, and so they are, generally speak- 
ing, if only pieces of the same size be 
tested, but when equal weights of the 
two materials are compared it is then 
found that several varieties of weod 
fire stronger than ordinary steel. <A 
bar of pine just as heavy as a bar of 
steel an inch square will hold up 125,- 
000 pounds, the best ash 175,000 pounds 
and some hemlock 200,000 pounds. 
Wood is bulky It occupies ten or 
twelve times the space of steel. The 
best steel castings made for the United 
States navy have a tenacity of 65,000 
to 75,000 pounds to the square inch. By 
solidifying such castings under great 
pressure a tensile strength of 80,000 to 
150,000 pounds may be obtained. 


River Funerals In Germany. 
The river Spree, which runs through 
Berlin, has a habit of almost continu 
ously overtiowlug its banks.

The Republicans of this city were 
satisfied with the result of the election 
last Tuesday, They accomplished more 
than the most sanguine of them ex- 
pected. 

Personal popularity, an honorable 
business and political record, coupled 
with a desire on the part of a large 
number of voters for a better munici- 
pal administration, secared for Mr. 
Arthur H. Linscott a majorityof 212 for 
Mayor over Mr. Reade, the Democratic 
candidate. , This was agreat Republican 
victory, for it must be remembered that 
the normal Democratic majority in 
Woburn is nearly or quite 500.

The Postal Journal of 
Hingh Iinlay, a storehouse of sound tn- 
formation, tells us that Boston had no 
letter carrier In 1773. Of New York he

Push bal! is played on a gridiron field 
or floor 12) yards long by fifty wide, 
with goal posts at either end twenty 
feet apart and connected by a cross 
bar seven feet from the ground, Theo 
mammoth ball, almost globular in 
shape, should mensure six feet in di 
ameter and weigh between forty-eight 
and fifty pounds. It is usually inflated 
with compressed air. 

The ball is placed In the middle of 
the field, and the teams line up as fol 
lows: Five forwards on the forty yard 
line, two left and two right wings on 
the twenty yard line and two goal 
keepers on the goal line, eleven men 
each.

corporal punishment, 168. The school 
census showed 3388 children between 
5 and 15 years, a gain of 15 over lust 
year 

The support of schools for each child 
of daily membership was $20 68 
which included all except for erection. 
repairs and improvement of buildings 

The State Board report says the 
average for the State as a whole is 
$29 63, or $895 more thao average 
of Woburn, The cost per pupil ot 
whole State 40 per cent more than cost 
pec pupil in Woburn. ‘The total ex 
pense of the Evening School was 
$555.18, or $5.07 per pupil. 

Supt. Clapp’s annual report con- 
tains many valuable suggestions. 

Messrs. Richardson and Dow will 
take their seats on the Board with the 
beginning of the New Year.

discordant note. It was a great time 
for the traders. The postofliee and 
express companies never before had to 
work so hard. 

On Monday, the Day of days, there 
were the usual goingson. The Christmas 
Goose was splendidly in evidence at 
many tables. He was the piece of 
resistance on them all. ‘There were 
many visitors to former homes in the 
city, and many Outgvers to other homes. 
There was music and dancing and ‘merry 
making everywhere. Snow for sleighing 
parties was lacking, and the melody of 
sleighbells was missing; but other sports 
and amusements were profusely scattered 
around, and the day passed pleasantly 
for its lovers.

wore living up to the conditions of the 
same. Woburn of late years doce not 
appear to have a Mayor that considers 
this of any importance Take aa a 
prominent case the Woburn & Lexington 
Tramway; here is a corporation that 
hiaa violated every condition of its 


charter, and nothing has been done to | 


foree them to a realization of their obli 
gations, The manner in whieh this 
corporation is managed is simply out- 
rageons. [t will abandon its trips when- 
6ver the weather conditions are auch ae 
to cause ita little extra expenso or 
trouble, when other tramways are run 
ning On regular time, or nearly. The 
principal grievance that I have, as well 
as others living along the route of this 
tramway, is ite utter disregard of run 
hing on time. It is bad enough to have 
to contend with their being behind time, 
but it ia simply outrageous to make 
their trips frequently from 5 to 15 min 
utes ahead of their time at certain 
jibe Most all live a little way back 
rom the road, and in stormy weather 
would naturally stand under shelter 
until the car is in sight, but in order to 
catch a car at a certain time, one fre 
quentiy has to stand out in the rain and 
in the middie of the street 6 to 15 
minutes before the time it should pasa, 
in order to cateh it at all, and it is at 
such a high rate of speed that they run 
on Pleasant street, quite frequently they 
yt38 ONE Waiting fully 100 feet, and one 


hag to walk through the mud to board | 


the car. A well managed road would 
have a time-table for ita conductors, 
showing what time they should be at 
certain points along the route, and never 
to be ahead of such time. Yesterday 
morning, & car that should pass my 
place, runniug on time, should lave 
appeared at 7.20; it passed my house at 
7.32. This morning i started out from 
my residence at 7.15, and just as I 
opened my door the car was passing. I 
hollered loudly and managed to get it 
100 f below my doorway. Surely such 
irregularity as this could be overcome 
by proper management, but this road 
does not appear to be under any man 
agement at all; it is run any old way to 
please the convenience or pleasure of 
the conductor or motorman, or both 
Frequently I have observed these trips, 
«> much ahead of time, to have evi- 
dently arisen from the desire of the con 
ductor or motorman to do some errand 
up town, and running in 5 to 10 minutes 
ahead of time enables him to do this 
errand. [ have seen thia on three differ 
ent occasions during the past two years, 
and traced it to no other cause than 
the accommodation of these servants of 
the road. This road, it is claimed, does 
not pay. I do not see how it can under 
such management. Lots of people who 
would use this service do not do so on 
account of its unreliability, and either 

walk or depend on other means of trana- 
portation, A few Saturda ago there 
were several of us that lott Boston on 
the 1.05 p. M. train that arrives in Wo 
burn at 1.33 We were on time, and the 
Lexington car which should leave at 1.30 
if it ran on time, but they are always 
from 3 to 5 minutes late in starting; but 
this day, just as the Boston & Maine 
train arrived in the station and paasen- 
gers were getting off, it started on its 
trip with only two passengers. There 
were some seven or eight of us who had 
to walk, some distance up to one mile 
and a half. This waa inexcusabie, 
because the conductor must have seen 
the train, and knowing the passengers 
he should have, it looked to me more 
like pure cussedness than stupidity. I 
could name a number of just such 
occurences that are so annoyiug to resi 
dents living along the line. We are 
liable, now, any day, to have to contand 
with snow, and if this road is permitted 
to show its utter indifference to the 
travelling community that it usually 
does in the winter, it is as much the 
neglect of the Mayor duties to the citi 
zens a3 it is the Railway people’s duty 
to the travelling community. It is ex- 
pecting too much that the present in- 
cumbent will have the sense of a realiza- 
tion of his duty in the premises, but let 
us hope that the Mayor-elect will handle 
this matter as it should be and this 
Company compelled to comply with the 
requirements of its charter.

A POPGUN PLANT. 


Witch Haxel Shoots Its Seeds Away 
Ten or Fifteen Feet. 

Do you know that the witch hazel 
shoots its seeds ten or fifteen feet? If 
you want a brand new sensation, bring 
home some branches of witch haze} 
having both flowers and unopened seei | 
pods on them and put them in vases 
of water. The pods burst at the most 
unexpected times, waking you in the 
night and peppering you with their 
hard, shiny, black seeds. Branches | 
that are to be used for a party must be | 
‘ted with care to be sure of having | 
perfectly fresh flowers and seed pods 
that have not opened If it is possible | 
to do so, cut them the same day they 
are needed. If they must be cut the 
day before they are needed, put them 
in a cold place in water and wrap 
a damp cloth around the branches in 
order to prevent the flowers frou 
withering and to keep the seeds from 
being expelled too soon. 

There will be great excitement when 
the seed pods open with a snap and the 
seeds come pattering down.

PROPERTIES OF GLYCERIN. 


Decompones if Heated Intensely and 
Crystallizes If Frozen. 

One of the great advantages of glye 
erin In its chemical employment is the 
fact that it neither freezes nor evap 
orates under any ordinary temperature, 
No perceptible loss by evaporation has 
been detected at a temperature less 
than 200 degrees F., but if heated tn 
tensely {It decomposes with a smell 
that few persons find themselves able 
to endure. It burns with a pale flame, 
similar to that from alcohol, if heated 
to about 800 degrees and then ignited. 
Its nonevaporative qualities make the 
compound of much use as a vehicle for 
holding pigments and colors, as in 
stamping and typewriter ribbons, car 
bon papers and the like. 

If the pure glycerin be exposed for a 
long time to a freezing temperature it 
erystallizes with the appearance of 
sugar candy, but these crystals being 
once melted it Is almost an Impossl- 
bility to get them again into the cou 
gealed state. If a little water be add 
ed to the glycerin no crystallization 
will take place, though under a suffi- 
cient degree of cold the water will 
separate and form crystals, amid which 
the glycerin will remain in its natural 
state of fluidity. If suddenly subject 
ed to intense cold pure glycerin will 
form a gummy mass which cannot be 
entirely hardened or crystallized. Al- 
together it is quite a peculiar sub- 
stunce. 


REFLOATING A SHIP. 


Ingenious Expedient Devised to Save 
the Steamer Flavian. 

An ingenious expedient 
some years ago to refloat the steamer 
Fiavian, which struck on a ledge near 
Cape Race, She was fixed in an awk- 
ward position for tugs to work at her, 
and half her hull was submerged. 

It was in the late fall, and proper 
salvage outfits could neither be obtain- 
ed from abroad in time nor used adyan 
tageously, so a series of holes were cut 
in her sides below the ‘tween decks 
and huge piteh pine logs passed 
through these apertures. Meanwhile 
two cofferdams sixty feet long by 
twelve wide and as many deep had 
been built at St. John’s and, 
carefully calked, were towed to 
scene and allowed to sink by 
& valve, being then placed beneath the 
logs which passed through the ship and 
protruded on each side, 

The water in them was next pumped 
out, and as they rose they caught the 
logs and fairly lifted the ship off the 
rocks, she being towed to St. John's 
with them upbearing her till perma 
nent repairs could be made, which in 
volved patching her bottom for half 
her length.—Technical World,

Freak Statue. 

One of the most interesting freak 
statues In England {js to the memory of 
Sir R. Holmes, It is to be seen in the 
church at Yarmouth, Isle of Wight. 
The funny thing about it is that It 
was not originally intended to repre- 
sent that naval celebrity. It was sculp- 
tured for and represents Louis XIV. 
of France and was being conveyed to 
that country when the vessel contain- 
ing it and also the sculptor was cap- 
tured by an English ship commanded 
by Sir R. Holmes. The body was fin- 
ished, the head being left for comple- 
tion on its arrivalin France. On learn- 
ing who It was for, the English com- 
mander compelled the sculptor to fin- 
ish It by chiseling bis (Holmes’) head 
on the king’s body. Sir R. Holmes was 
afterward made governor of the Isle 
of Wight and held this office from 1667 
till 1692, and after his death the statue 
was erected to his memory. 


Snow Banners. 

In the Sierra Nevada mountains, 
when conditions are favorable for the 
display, there occurs a beautiful and 
startling phenomenon of nature, At 
times when the wind drives up the 
mountain sides in a certain direction 
and with sufficient velocity there 
stream out upon the alr snow banners 
from a hundred mountain peaks. They 
are formed by the circling wind acting 
upon the light snow and are thick and 
dark at the top of the mountain, Iike a 
flagstaff, then they float away broad- 
ly for a mile In length in waves of 
Iridescent light. This magnificent dis- 
play is rarely seen by other eyes than 
those of savages, but sometimes it has 
been the good fortune of a naturalist 
to witness it when among the wild 
beauties of the mountain fastnesses. 


Ancient Theatrical Programme, 

Theater programmes were known 
even in ancient times, though they 
were then of a very peculiar construc- 
tion. In Greece and Rome they con- 
sisted of small tablets, which were 
handed out to the audience at the en- 
trance, Those occupying the best seats 
obtained programmes beautifully work- 
ed in ivory, while those occupying the 
cheaper seats were given tablets in 
bronze. 

The bronze tablets were distinguish- 
ed by a dove worked in the metal, and 
the term “piccionerio,” used in Italy 
today as designating the lower priced 
seats in the theaters, dates from this 
antique custom,
